“He 
was empowered to place the case in the 
hands of Mexican detectives, and he nas 
done 80. 

“The return of the two detectives does 
not mean that hope of Kret's capture and 
return has been abandoned. 

“I suppose Chief Desmond left Guada- 
lajara Sunday,” eaid Chief Kiely. 

“YT wired him Sunday that he could come 
home whenever he wished, and I believe he 
has started by this time.” 

Krats left Guadalajara last week, and his 
whereabouts are not known to the Bt. 
Louis detectives.

Permits Said to Have Been 


Issued From Ziegehein’s

MAYQR’S SON WAS SECRETARY

Complaints of Illegal Erection of Signs 
and Other Devices for Which No 
Record of Permit Is

It is a matter of general knowledge at 
the Four Courts that one of the subjects 
now under consideration by the grandjury 
is the issuing of permits and the remission 
of fines in the office of the mayor's sec- 
retary during the latter part of Mayor 
Ziegenhein's term, when Frederick W. Zie- 
genhein was private secretary to his fath- 
er.

Before stepping aboard his special traia 
at Union Station Monday morning, Presi- 
dent James J. Hill of the Northern Securi- 
ties Co., the most conspicuous figure in 
American railroad circles, stated to the 
Post-Dispatch that he favored the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi river and the es- 
tablishment of barge and packet lines from 
St. Louis to New Orleans. 


Mr. Hill's ideas are in accordance with 
the conviction and plans of the St. Louls 
Manufacturers’ Association for the estab- 
lishment of a new packet line to the South, 
which plan has been indorsed by the Post- 
Dispatch and the majority of the business 
men of St. Louis. 

“There ought to be a 12-foot channel! all 
the way to New Orleans,” said Mr. Hill. 
“Congress should appropriate money lib- 
erally for the purpose of constructing such 
a channel and it should be a continuing op- 
eration—one that would enable the work to 
be pushed to completion and not one that 
allows the object to be only partly at- 
tained. 

“The Miss'!ssippi river is needed to re- 
Ifeve the congestion of the railroads and 
their terminals. They are tied up six 
months in a year with more than they 
ean handle. If the river were opened for 
traffic all the way to New Orleans the sit- 
uation would be greatly relieved. 


SHOULD URGE CONGRESS. 

“TIT say it must be done some time, and 
the sooner the better. The people of the 
country should take the matter up, partic 
ularly the people of the states adjacent to 
the Mississippi, and urge Corgress to make 
a liberal appropriation for the Mississip- 
pl's improvement." 


In response to a question whether he fa- 
vored the establishment of barge lines ani 
packet lines, such as the one which the 
St. Louls Manufacturers’ Association is en- 
deavoring to organize, Mr. Hill said that 
he did, but added: ‘‘Get the water first.” 


Mr. Hill said he favored the estabiish- 
ment of lines of big barges, capable of car- 
rying 100,000 bushels of grain each. 


He also declared that 
Louls as a great iron and steel point and 
that it could be made possibly the greatest 
iron and steel center in the United States 
if capital could be brought here to take 
hold of the situation, with its natural] ad- 
vantages.

TWO STORIES TOLD 
OF ONE SHOOTING 


WIFE’S DIFFERS SLIGHTLY FROM 
THAT OF HUSBAND. 


HILL MYSTERIOUSLY WOUNDED 


“Corn King’s” Partner Says One Man 
Assaulted Him, Wife Says She 
Saw Three, and Police 
Wonder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, May %—Daniel Hill, a 
wealthy real estate owner of Morris, II1., 
and partner in the firm of George H. Phil- 
lips Co. on the Chicago Board of Trade, 
was shot and seriously wounded Sunday 
morning as he lay tn bed at hie residence. 

There are about the shooting elements of 
a startling mystery. The facts, as told by 
Mrs. Hill, are these: 

About midnight Saturday, Mrs. Hill was 
awakened by a shot fired close at hand. 
Sitting up In bed she saw standing in the 
room three men, one of whom, armed with 
a revolver, stood close to the bed pointing 
his weapon at Mr. Hill. 

Mr. Hill was sitting up in bed, revolver 
in hand, firing at the man. After the ex- 
change of several shots the three men, 
none of whom she recognized, fled from the 
room. Two of them ran down the front 
steps, while the third who, she feels su 
was wounded, stumbled and fell down the 
stairway to the front hall, where he was 
picked up by the other two men. 

All three then left the house, leaving the 
front door open. — 

Mrs. Hill rushed from the room, scream- 
ing.

SHERIFF WAS OVERPOWERED 


LYNCHERS NOT DISGUISED AND 
PROSECUTIONS THREATENED. 


Prisoner Confessed That He Slew His 
Partner in Farm, but Maintained 
Self-Defense Was His Only 
Motive.

PARIS, Mo., May 26.—Abe Witherup, aged 
60 years, who confessed to the murder of 
William Grow, with whom he was assoc!i- 
ated in the operation of a farm, near Paris, 
April 17, last, was hanged by a mob early 
Sunday morning. 

The father and brother of Grow pushed 
Witherup into eternity, hurling him from 
the bridge rail on which he stood. 

He died without complaint and without 
evidence of fear. 

When he was told by the mob that a few 
minutes would be given to him for prayer, 
he quietly replied that he had done all the 
praying that was necessary, and urged that 
what was intended to be done to him be 
done quickly.

As the mob approached the officers pre- 
sented pistola and warned the lynchers 
that the first man who should attempt to 
enter the jail would be shot.

Northern Pacific Liner Carries Valua- 
ble Assorted Freight From 
Tacoma.

TACOMA, Wash., May 2%.—One of the 
largest and most valuable consignments of 
domestics, cctton and linen manufactured 
goods, ever shipped from Tacoma to the 
Orient, is included in the cargo of the North- 
ern Pacic liner Olympia, which sailed this 
week for the Orient. The shipment consists 
of 6907 bales, or 5,415,600 yards. These goods, 
if in one. piece, would reach the enormous 


length of 3077 miles. The domestics alone 
are valued at $261,335 and are consigned to 
Shanghai to be used in the northern China 
trade, 

The balance of the Olympia's cargo is of 
a miscellaneous character, and is consigned 
to Yokohama, Tokio, Tientsin, Hongkong, 
Wel Hai and Shanghai. The entire cargo 
is valued at $313,7 Shanghal, of course, 
receives the most valuable share of the car- 
go, or about $270,000. Yokohama ts credited 
with $14,885, Tokio’ $125, Kobe $1451, Wei Hal 
$1125, and Hongkong $7246. 

The flour consignment consists of 5152 bar- 
rels, valued at $15,456. Of this Yokohama 
receives 25,000 barrels, Kobe 342, Shanghai 
500, Wei Hai Wei 375 and Hongkong 1435. 
The raw cotton shipped on this trip amounts 
to but 344 bales, ivided beiween Yoko- 
homa, Kobe and Sshanghali, and is valued 
at $21,390. Some of the most notable items 
on the manifest are slot machines, bicycles, 
electric motors, wines, bottled beer, fruit 
trees and hardware.

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PROTESTANT WORK 
AMONG FILIPINOS 


VARIOUS CHURCHES HAVE DI- 
VIDED THE FIELD. 


EACH HAS ENTIRE DISTRICT. 


American Bible Society’s Agent Re- 
ports Good Results in Spite of 
Adverse Conditions. 


NEW YORK, May 2%.—The American 
Bible Society has received from its agent 
in the Philippines, Rev. Jay C. Goodrich, 
his annual report on the situa‘ion in the 
islands, inclusive of the circulation of the 
Bible. He says: 

“It was no child's task that confronted 
either the civil or military authort:les here. 
When the Spanish government officials 
withdrew those who had shaped affairs re- 


mained behind. Shaken loose by the revo- 
lution, still this system clung, and must be 
considered and dealt wtih before those who 
have suffered much and protesied long can 
be benfited. 

“Careful diplomacy has been necessary to 
bring about anything like order. Negotla- 
tions for the settlement of the land ques- 
tion have been carried forward over sum- 
bering volcanoes of disappointed hatred. 
The educational department, which has 
startled the world by the boldness and mag- 
nitude of its plan, is tackling its problem 
with enthusiasm. 

“The missionary forces have been grea'- 
ly augmented. Baptists and Presbyterians 
on the island of Panay are reaching the ru- 
ral people at the market places, where they 
congregate for miles in the interior and 
are greatly interes‘ed in the teaching of-the 

ible. 

“Dr Hall has a hospital at Iloflo and 1s 
proving that medical missions are profit- 
able in spiritual results. At Damagueto 
the Silima@n Instute, under the direc:ion of 
Rev. Mr. Hibbard, is established, with a 
growing attendance. 

“The United Brethren Church has estab- 
lish€d work at Vigan, on the northern part 
of the Island of Luzon, with headquarters 
at Manila. 

‘The pt ping Church has two representa- 
tives in Manila, where English work among 
the Filipinos will begin shortly. 

The Mehtodist Episcopal Church opened 
work in Hagonoy, Bulucan province, in 
San Fernando, Pampanga province and 
vrona, Tarlac province, all on the Island of 
4UuZzonNn. 

“A union of the Protestant churches in the 
archipelago was effected for the purpose 
of utilizing the missionary forces to the 
best and greatest advantage by the division 
of the field and the open discussion of all 
questions of common interest, 

“The Evangelical Union of the Philippine 
Islands was chosen as the name and a 
committee was apocntes which succeeded 
in effecting a division of the field, so that 
for at least three years there shall be 
practically no overlapping of the different 
missions. 

‘Provision was made for an executive 
committee, to which shall be referred any 
questions which may arise. 

“While the Filipino church has not the 
unity and freedom from sectarianism hoped 
for, and there seems to be little prosps:>:t 
for interdenominationa] schools and liter- 
ature, very much has been accomplished 
by this union of forces, and it is hoped 
that, with the owth of the missions, 
there will be, on this fleld, the working out 
in practical shape of all the growing world- 
wide feeling for the unity and harmony of 
Christ's church. 

“Outside of the people in Manila and its 
environs, there are none who are 30 rive 
for the use of the Bible and © receive 
it so eusily ne do the people of Pampanga 
Province. We are in receipt of the gospel 
to be translated into the language of the 
Cebuan group of the Visayan Islards. 
Chaplain John A. Randolph of the United 
States army, with the assistance of com- 
petént native helpers, has with the utmost 
care, translated and thoroughly revised this 
important manuscript, which has been pre- 
sented to the society witnout cost by the 
chaplain and dedicated to the North Mis- 
siss pri Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South. 

“Printing for the Bible Boclety has been 
done in Japan. The total nensber of vol- 
umes published ig 71,000; the total number 
of pages is 5,270,000. Last year, we re- 
ported the sale and gift of 10,873 copies. 
This vear the total circulaffon is 652.793, 
and the total direct circulation is 49.672 
copies. The sales in the Manila depository 
have been 4238 copies. When we consider 
the bitter opposition, the unsettled condi- 
tion of the country, making !t dangerous 
in the extreme to venture into tho interior 
without an escort. the great lacK of roads 
and facilities for travel and the number of 
men employed, the work accomplished cer- 
tainly js marvelous.”’ 


20,000 WERE PANIC STRICKEN 


away Beach Precipitated 300 Per- 
sons Twelve Feet. 


NEW YORK, May 26.—While 300 persons, 
many of them women and children, were 


dining on the great iron plier at Rockaway 
Beach last night, a steel girder underneath 
the inshore dining room suddenly snapped 
in two. 

The floor gave way and all in the apart- 
ment were precipitated, shrieking and 


struggling, to the sandy beach a dozen feet 
below. 

At least 30 were bruised and injured so 
severely that they required medical attend- 
ance. 


Twenty thousand persons were on the 
board walk, in the dancing pavilions and 
restaurants when the accident occurred. 


There was an immediate rush to the scene, 
and the police had great difficulty in keep- 
ing the crowd off the big pier. 

After relieving the injured the doctors 
were kept busy attending to fainting and 
hysterical women and chiidren

American Strolled Too Far From Home | 
and Barely Escaped a Horrible |

SEATTLE, Wash. May 2%.—A 7000-mile 
journey through the 10.000 islands of the 
South Seas has just been completed by A. 
S. Merriett. 

From Sydney to Manila by way of the 
cannibal lands of North New Guinea, New 
Rritain and New Ireland, and. thenc: 
through the Dutch possessions further east | 
to Singapore and north to Manila. is the 
country followed by Mr. Merriett tn his sea 


wanderings. 

It is further from Sydney to Manila ty 
this course than from (Chicago, whence 
Merriett started, to Manila. New Guinea 
is 17%) miles from end to end, Now bBbrit- 
ain 300 miles long. The voyage through 
the wilder portions of the islands occu- 
pied six weeks. The whole course is al- 
most directly along the equator, the sun 
shining down constantly and vertically up- 
on the ship's deck. A man's shadow is 
the shadow only of his panama, a rounded 
black spot only the size of his hat rim. 
The heat is like a blistering furnace: one's 
dress the very lightest of material, a light 
undershirt, white canvas coat and pa- 
jamas and white cloth shoes. Black 
leather would roast the feet as if in a 
bake oven. 

Mr. Merriett’s trip was one not only out 
of the average beaten tracks of the globe 
trotters, but it was an out of the way trip 
even in the out of the way corners o 
Oceanica. The regular course between 
South Australian ports to Singapore is 
along the coast of Australia and the south 
shore of New Guinea. 


Went Over on 
the Traveled Route. 
Merriett’s course was north of New Brit- 
ain. His was the fifth voyayge ever made 
by any of the steamers of the New Guinea 


Co. There are 200,000 cannibals in the 
Dutch possessions of New Guinea and the 
white population of the whole district num- 
bers only 60 Germans. New Britain is better 
off for whites. 

There are thousands of islands there, 
small, great and indifferent and millions 
of half civilized or cannibal natives. Along 
the north coast of New Guinea one dare 
not venture out of sight of the shore and 
the ship. The most primitive native dress 
Mr. Merriett observed was a simple clam 
shell ornament, constituting the entire 
wardrobe worn. 

The perfection of dress and that which 
swelled the native heart with the greatest 
pride was a belt around the waist, which 
is worn by the native policé, who are in 
the pay of the plantation owners. 

Cocoanuts are the staple and copra the 
ae commodity that is making the plan- 
tation owners of New Guinea and New 
Britain wealthy. 

The climate, Mr. Merriett says, 
island along,the equatorial route is a 
scourge to the white people. His ship 
picked - five black water fever patients 
on the trip from New Britain to Singapore, 
men whose feet were in the grave. 

On the voyage, however, Mr. Merriett 
suffered only the smaller ills consequent 
upon a trip through the torrid zone. He 
has a museum of natural history specimens, 
implements, native dresses, charms,  bar- 
hp of sea shells, photographs and the

Object of Trip 
to Distribute Books. 

Primarily Mr. Merriett’s trip had to do 
with the distribution of Christian literature 
throughout the South Seas, and in that he 
was remarkably successful. The distribu- 
tion of 17 tons of Hterature was arranged 
with one house in Australia. 


Mr. Merriett’s crowning incident, while 
devoid of startling feature, missed the 
tragic, he belleves, by the distance only of 
10 feet. He believes he was saved from be- 
in boiled in a cannibal feast only by 
being that much nearer his ship and the 
shore. At one of the stops on the north 
coast of New Guinea where no whites lived 
he was incautious enough to stroll a short 
distance from the beach. Sudéenl from 
all sides sprang a horde of hideous looking 
natives, and In a moment he was surround- 
ed and the subject of the most unearthly 
ibberish. He quaked in his white gaiters, 
—~ keeping a firm front and demeanor, 
strode through the wild men back to the 
shore. It was but a few feet further to the 
dense tropic vegetation, and Mr. Merriett 
believes that if he had gone into the thicket 
he would never have returned. The piace 
was near where a shipload of English peo- 
ple had not long before been entrapped, 
slain and eaten.

First—The government of Cuba shall never enter [nto any 
treaty or compact with any foreign power which will impair or 
tend to impair the independence of Cuba, nor authorize or permit 
any foreign power to obtain any lodgment in or control over 
any portion of the island. 

Second—The government of Cuba shall not contract debt whith 
cannot be met, interest and principal, by the ordinary revenues 
after paying current expenses. 

Third--The government of Cuba consents that the United States 
may exercise the right to intervene for the preservation of Cuban 
independence and for the maintenance of a government equal 
to the protection of life, liberty and property. 

Fourth—That the acts of the United States during the military 
occupancy shall be ratified and validated 

Fifth—Cuba shall maintain and extend the sanitary work be- 
gun by the United States. 

Sixth—The Isle of Pines is excepted®@from the constitutional 
boundaries of Cuba: its status shall be setiled by treaty. 

Seventh—Cuba shall sell or lease tu the United States lands 
needed for coaling.and naval stations.

A FEAT OF BRIDGE-BUILDING. 


Frank W. Skinner in the June Century. 
The double tracks of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad cross the Schuylkill river at Gir- 
ard avenué, Philadeiphia, on a stone-arch 
bridge with a single steel truss span over 
the middle channel. This was recently re- 
placed in 15 minutes, without the least 
delay or interruption to the almost con- 
tinuous traffic of long, heavy freight trains 
and high-speed expresses which cross the 
bridge every hour in -the 24, #£4without 
obstructing the river. A temporary stce! 
span was built alongside the old one and at 
a lower level, so that its top was a little 
below the bottom of the old structure. 
On this was erected, in the usual way, the 
complete new span with the tracks laid on 
it. Powerful hoisiing engines were set on 
platforms at the end of the old span on the 
opposite sides of the bridge and operated 
four sets of tackles, by which, after the 
tracks had been cut, both spans, weighing 
together nearly 2,000,000 pounds, were pulled 
sidewise on double tiers of long horizontal! 
rails, with over three hundred solid atee! 
rollers between them. In this way the old 
span was displaced by the new one, whicr 
followed it like a very substantial shadow. 
until permanently seated in exactly ths 
same position. Two and a half minutes 
after the last train crossed the old 
the connections were broken, the engines 
were started, and In two and a half min- 
utes more had pulled both spans simul- 
taneously the full distance of about 37 
feet. In eight minutes more the first train 
had passed over the new span, and it was 
in regular service. The engines and tackles 
were shifted, and a set of greased rails was 
arranged at a low level, Which the tem- 
porary span was pulled to a position at- 
rectly below the old span, and served as a 
support while the latter ‘was taken to 
pieces. The great weight of the spans, the 
difficulties from incessant traffic and the 
speed and accuracy with whicn the spans 
were moved, make thig.one of the most re- 
markable of feats.

THE POISON OF THE LILY.
